After the rebellion occurred, the Association ceased to agitate on behalf of the 
Indonesians because of lack of infonaation on events and of its conviction that 
the miter was strictly a concern of the Jlepublican CSovemoento The CPN took 
an opposite view and iiai..ediately attacked the Republican regime and supported 
the cornuunist insurgents, at the sania tii^e unsuccessfully endeavoring to win 
around the Assoc iationc 

3 . In vJ.®vr of its failure, CPI^ then set up the "Coixiittee for Help to Indonesia", 
plana for v/hich had already been prepared, as the vehicle for its continuing 
opposition to the Dutch Government's policy and actions in Inctonesiso The 
eiqpressed purpose of the CouBiiittee is to assist aH victims of the Dutch 
Government's activities in the NEIp
